The attending physician, on the 
other hand, who has been attending 
the case from day to day, reports bacn 
to the hoard; of health that he is posi- 
tive the case Is not one of scarlet te- 
ver."In a case oT this kind the board of 
health feels that'the school physician 
should bo commended for bis vigilance 
and that his position should meet with 
the utmost 
respect.

sition to Know what he is dealing with 
and the board does not feel like po- 
Ing over his licad by placing a scarlet 
fever card on-his patienl'fl door',

attending physician's case.

The traffic rules now in force and bearing upon 
the mode of fuming a comer or crossing a street are plain enough, 
ami it: followed T,'ould in-most cases ensure safety; ljufc they arc 
seldom obeyed unless under the personal direction of police officers. 
There are street corners where the turn eunnot be niado with 
absolute safety except by stopping and looking both ways to see 
if the road is clear. 
How many drivers do this even at any of 


tho so called "Wind corners!" 
It would" seem to he the im- 


perative duty of the police to pay more attcnlion to reckless 
drivers of nufoa and other vehicles on the public streets.

The patient, Resimon DeGagne was removed to the smallpox hos- 


pital. The case is one of discrete smallpox and while this is not the most 
violent form of the disease, it was stated by the doctors and-Agent Bates 
of the board of health, that DeGagne is a pretty sick man. 


There is no doubt in the minds of the doctors and board of health 


members but what DeGagne contract ed the disease in the city of Montreal 
where he spent a week or two, return ing to this city January 1 Oth. He is 
a carpenter by trade but has not work ed for more than a week. He was 
takea..sick four days ago.. He is 37,, years-old and has a wife and six 
children. The names and ages.of the children are as follows: Angelina; 
10 years; Helen, '8; Abelle, 6; Armand; 4; Mary Louise, 2, and Amabelle, 
3 months. The house has been quarantined and according to the story 
obtained by the doctors and Agent Bates there has been little, if any 
chance for exposure .outside of the immediate family.

Something About Smallpox 


Smallpox Is an acute infectious dis- 


ease characterized by an Initial fever 
of about three days' duration, succeed- 
ed by an eruption passing through the 
stages of papule, vesicle and pustule, 
ending In incrustation and leaving pits 
or scars,. the fever either Intermitting 
or remitting In the papular stage and 
Increasing In the pustular singe. 


There was a time when smallpox was 


considered extremely dangerous, 
but 


science, physicians' skill 
and 
better 


sanitary conditions has robhed small- 
pox of its death, record though it still 
maintains Its sting. 


The history of tho disease Is very 


Interesting and It Is claimed by some 
writers that its antiquity dates back 
to a period not less remote than 
thousand years before the Christian 
era. It Is stated that in the time of 
the:Tsche-u :dynasty in China, temples 
were erected in honor of the disease, 
and tho goddess of. smallpox was thus 
glorified.

It Is said that smallpox, reached Mex- 


ico in 1518, having been brought by a 
negro slave who accompanied 
the 
troops of Cortez from .Cuba. Accord- 
ing to Torlolo It swept the.country, 
destroying the lives of three and a half 
millions of people. Another authority 
states that whole tribes of Indiana were 
exterminated, • and In some places no 
one was left to bury the dead. 


In 1S33 tile Indians of Massachusetts 


were attacked by smallpox and slain 
by the thousands. Thc disease first 
appeared In Boston In 1649. 


Inoculation was first practised 
in 


America iri 1721. It was introduced 
Into this country at the suggestion of 
the Rev. Cotlon Jtather, by Dr. Zabdlel 
Boylston, of Boston, who first inocu- 
lated his only son and then two negro 
servants. Before the practice was gen- 
erally accepted, however, It was neces- 
sary to overcome here, as in England, 
imich violent opposition. 
In the pre-vacclnation days smallpox 


was so universal a disease that Ben 
Jonson wrote of it: 
"Envious and foul disease, could there
